They were fo llo wed by the 
members o f the press and by tho se 
perso ns who had succeeded in secur­ 
ing seats in the senate g alleries to 
witness the day ’s pro ceeding s. 
When President Taft and the presi­

Oath Administered to Wilson. 
The Instant that Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Wilso n came within sig ht o f the cro wd 
there was a g reat o utburst o f ap­ 
plause, and the military bands struck 
quickly into “The Star Spang led Ban­ 
ner." 
Only a few bars o f the music 
were play ed and then so ldiers and ci­ 
vilians became silent to witness re­ 
spectfully the o ath 
taking and to 
listen to the address which fo llo wed. 
The chief justice o f the Supreme 
co urt delivered the o ath to the presi­ 
dent-elect, who , uttering the wo rds, 
“I will," became president o f 
the 
United States. 
As so o n as this cere­ 
mo ny was co mpleted Weo dro w Wilso n 
delivered his inaug ural address, his 
first speech to his fello w co untry men 
in the capacity o f their chief execu­ 
tive.

Charg es o f bad faith based upo n an 
attitude o f mind o r upo n co nduct 
sho uld never be made until it is clear­ 
ly established that the resultant ac­ 
tio n is the o utco me o f perso nal inter­ 
est o r impro per and disho no rable bus­ 
iness o r so cial relatio ns. 
Yo ur actio n has no t alway s met 
with universal appro val, but up to 
this g o o d ho ur no wo rkable substitute 
fo r the exercise o f the functio ns o f 
this bo dy has been pro po sed.

public will be kept 
with the 
same 
scrupulo us ho nesty , bo th o f spirit and 
letter, whether made with the hum­ 
blest peo ple o f this co ntinent strug ­ 
g ling fo r self-g o vernment o r with the 
mig htiest mo narch o f the o ld w'o rld. 
This hig h sense o f ho no r co nstitutes 
the pano ply o f the American peo ple. 
Armies and battleships furnish no sub­ 
stitute fo r it. These are valuable, but 
the peo ple never intended that autho r­ 
ity sho uld use them as accesso ries to 
a burg lar’s kit. 
Duty to Rectify Wrong. 
If any o ne In the name o f the 
American peo ple, either in vio latio n 
o f treaty o blig atio ns o r the m anifest 
purpo se o f the Mo nro e do ctrine, has 
taken aug ht while this bo dy v.as de­ 
liberating , it is y o ur duty to ascertain 
all the facts thereto . And if wro ng o r 
Injustice has been do ne, even to the 
humblest republic, let this peo ple be 
brave eno ug h and sufficiently ho nest 
to make reparatio n. 
The real g reat­ 
ness o f this republic rests upo n its un­ 
sullied ho no r, and It Is the duty o f this 
bo dy to search do wn rumo rs o f bad 
faith and disho nesty and to rectify 
wro ng wherever wro ng is disco vered. 
Here In this mo st sacred sp^t where 
war has been made and peace de­ 
clared, here in the presence o f the 
disting uished representatives o f the 
g o vernments o f the civilized wo rld, 
here within the hearing o f the beauty , 
culture and ripened statecraft o f his 
o wn land, may o ne humble American 
express the ho pe befo re he enters 
upo n a fo ur y ears* silence that all o ur 
diplo macy may spell peace with all 
peo ples, justice fo r all g o vernments 
and rig hteo usness the wo rld aro und. 


There hav e been bo o ms In almo et 
STery civ ilized co untry and they were 
lo o ked upo n as such, and in the co urse 
o f time the bubble was pricked and 
they burst. But in no co untry has the 
dev elo pment been as great no r as 
rapid, whether in city o r in co untry , 
as in Western Canada.

The pro v inces o f Manito ba, Sas­ 
katchewan, and 
Alberta hav e tha 
largest area o f desirable lands o n tha 
No rth American Co ntinent, and their 
cultiv atio n has just begun. 
Ev en with a two hundred 
millio n 
bushel wheat cro p less than eight per 
cent, o f the land Is under the plo ugh, 
fo ur per cent, being in wheat. 
Less 
than fiv e y ears ago the wheat cro p 
was o nly sev enty -o ne millio n bushels. 
It Is a simple calculatio n to estimate 
that If fo ur per cent, o f the av ailable 
cultiv able area pro duces so mething 
o v er two hundred 
millio n 
bushels, 
what will fo rty -fo ur per cent, pro duce? 
And then lo o k at the immigratio n that 
is co ming Into tjie co untry . 
In 19 01 
it was 49 ,149 ; 17 ,000 being fro m the 
United States. In 19 06 it was 18 9 ,06 4. 
o f which 57 ,000 were Americans, and 
In 19 12 it was abo ut 400,000, o f which 
abo ut 200,000 are Americans. 
In tha 
three y ears prio r to 19 12, there were 
358 ,8 6 9 perso ns who declared them­ 
selv es fo r Canada, who bro ught into 
Canada in cash, bank drafts, sto ck, 
implements and effects o v er $350,000,- 
000. Why hav e they go ne to Canada? 
The American farnier is a man o f

upon the victory of the Democratic 
party as the mandate of the nation to 
TOrrect the evils tJiat have been ill- 
lowed to grow up In our national life. 
President Wilson In his inaugural ad­ 
dress today called on all honest men 
to assist him in carry ing out the will 
of the people. 
Following is his ad­ 
dress: 
There has been a change of govern­ 
ment. It began two y ears ago, when 
the house of representatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority . 
It has now been completed. The sen­ 
ate about to assemble will also be 
I^m ocratic. 
The oflGlces of president 
and vice-president have been put into 
the hands of Democrats. 
W hat does 
the change mean? That is the q ues­ 
tion that is uppermost In our minds 
today . That is the q uestion I am go­ 
ing to try to answer, in order, if I 
may , to interpret the occasion. 
New Insig ht Into Our Life. 
It meanftitnuch more than the mere 
success of a party . The success of a 
party means little ex cept when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite porpose. 
No one can 
mistake the purpose for which the 
nation now seeks to use the 
Demo­ 
cratic party . It seeks to use it to In­ 
terpret a change in its own plans and 
point of view. 
Some old things with 
which we had grown familiar, and 
which had begun to creep into the 
very habit of our thought and of our 
lives, have altered their aspect as we 
have latterly looked critically upon 
them, with fresh, awakened 
ey es; 
have dropped 
their disguises 
and 
shown themselves alien and sinister. 
Some new' things, as we look frankly 
upon them, willing to comprehend 
their real character, have come to as­ 
sume the aspect of things long believ­ 
ed in and familiar, stuff of our own 
^'onvlctions. We have been refreshed 
by a new insight into our own life. 
We see that In many things that 
life is very great. It is incomparably 
great in its material aspects, in its 
body of wealth, in the diversity and 
sweep of its energy , in the industries 
which have been conceived and built 
up by the genius of individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of groups 
o f men. It Is great, also, very great. 
In its moral force. 
Nowhere else in 
the world have noble men and women 
ex hibited In more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sy mpathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify w'rong, alleviate suffering, 
And set the weak in the way of 
strength and hope. We have built uy , 
moreover, a great sy stem of go’ ..m- 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age as in many respects a model for 
those who seek to set liberty upon 
foundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, agaiilst storm and 
accident. 
Our 
life 
contains 
every 
great thing, and contains it in rich 
abundance. 
Human Co st No t Co unted. 
But the evil has come with the 
good, and much ^ne gold has been 
corroded. With riches has come in­ 
ex cusable waste. 
We 
have 
sq uan­ 
dered a great part of what w'e might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve the ex ceeding bounty of na­ 
ture, without which our genius for en­ 
terprise would have been worthless 
and impotent, scorning to be careful, 
shamefully prodigal as w’ell as admir­ 
ably efficient. We have been proud of 
o ur industrial achievements, but we 
have not hitherto 
stopped 
thought­ 
fully enough to count the human cost, 
the cost of lives snuffed out, of ener­ 
gies overtax ed and broken, the fear­ 
ful phy sical and spiritual cost to the 
men and w'omen and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
it all has fallen pitilessly the y ears 
through. The groans and agony of It 
all had not y et reached our ears, the 
solejmn, moving undertone of our life, 
coming up out of the mines and fac­ 
tories and out of every home where 
the struggle had Its intimate and fa­ 
miliar seat. 
With the great govern­ 
ment went many deep secret things 
which we too long delay ed to look 
into and scrutinize with candid, fear­ 
less ey es. 
The great government we 
loved has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes, and 
those who used it had forgotten the 
people. 
At last a vision has been vouch­ 
safed us of our life as a whole. We 
see the bad with the good, the de­ 
based and decadent with the sound 
and vital. With this vision we ap­ 
proach new affairs. 
Our duty is to 
cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without Impairing the 
good, to purify and humanize every 
process of our common life without 
weakening 
or 
sentimentalizing 
It. 
There has been something crude and 
heq rtless and unfeeling In our haste to 
succeed and be great. Our thought has 
been ‘Let every man look out for him­ 
self, let every generation look out for 
Itself,' while we reared giant machin­ 
ery which made It Impossible that any 
but those who stood at the levers of 
eo ntro i should have a chance to look 
o ut for themselves. We had not for­ 
g o tten our morals. 
We remembered 
well enough that we had set up a 
po licy which was meant to serve the 
humblest as well as the most power­ 
ful, with an ey e single to the stand­ 
ards o f Justice and fair play , and re­ 
membered it with pride. But we were 
Tsry heedless and in 
a hurry to he 
g reat. 
Chief Items In Pro g ram. 
We have come no w to the sober 
seco nd tho ught 
The scales o f heed- 


lessnesB have fallen from our 
ey es. 
We have made up our minds to sq uare 
every process of our national life 
again with the standards we so proud­ 
ly set up at the beginning and have 
alway s carried 
at our hearts. 
Our 
work is a work of restoration. 
We have itemized with some degree 
of particularity the things that ought 
to be altered and here are some of 
the chief items: A tariff which cuta 
us off from our proper part in the 
commerce of the world, violates the 
Just principles of tax ation, and makes 
the government a facile instrument In 
the hands of private interests; a hank­ 
ing and currency sy stem based upon 
the necessity of the government to 
sell its bonds fifty y ears ago and per­ 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial 
sy stem which, take it on all its sides, 
financial as well as administrative, 
holds capital in leading strings, re­ 
stricts the liberties and limits the op­ 
portunities of labor, and ex ploits with­ 
out renewing or conserving the nat­ 
ural resources of the country ; a body 
of agricultural activities never y et 
given the eflBciency of great business 
undertakings or served as It should be 
through the instrumentality of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
the facilities of credit best suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un­ 
developed, waste places unreclaimed, 
forests untended, fast disappearing 
without plan or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded waste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied as perhaps no other 
nation has the most effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost or economy as we should either 
as organizers of industry , as states­ 
men, or as individuals.

Nor have we studied an# perfected 
the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity , in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its women 
and its children, as well as their rights 
In the struggle for ex istence. This is 
no sentimental duty . 
The firm basis 
of government is justice, not pity . 
These are matters of justice. 
Thera 
can be no eq uality or opportunity , the 
first essential of justice in the body 
politic, if men and women and chil­ 
dren be not shielded in their lives, 
their very vitality , from the conse­ 
q uences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot alter, 
control or singly cope with. 
Society 
must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. 
The first duty of 
law is to keep sound the society It 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws determining conditions of 
labor which individuals are powerless 
to determine for themselves are inti­ 
mate parts of the very business of ju 
tice and legal efficiency . 
These are some of the things we 
ought to do, and not leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioned, never-to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of Individual right 
This Is the high enterprise of the new 
day ; to lift every thing that concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that 
shines from the hearthflre of every 
man’s conscience and vision of the 
right. 
It is inconceivable that we 
should do this as partisans; It is In­ 
conceivable we should do it In ignore 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind haste. We shall restore, not de­ 
stroy . We shall deal with our econ­ 
omic sy stem as it is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might be if we 
had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon; and step by step we shall make 
it what it should be, in the spirit of 
those who q uestion their own wisdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, not 
shallow self-satisfaction or the ex cite 
ment of ex cursions whither they can­ 
not tell. 
Justice, and only justice 
shall alway s be our motto. ^ 
Task No t One of Po litics. 
And y et It will be no cool process 
of mere science. The nation has been 
deeply stirred, stirred by a solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government 
too often debauched and made an in­ 
strument of evil. 
The feelings with 
which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity sweep across our 
heart-strings like some air out of 
God’s own presence, where justice and 
mercy are reconciled and the judge 
and the brother are one. 
We know 
our task to be no mere task of politics, 
but a task which shall search us 
through and through, whether we be 
able to understand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we be In­ 
deed .their spokesmen and Interpre­ 
ters, whether we have the pure heart 
to comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 
This Is not a day of triumph; it is 
a day of dedication. Here muster, no t 
the forces of party , but the forces of 
humanity . Men’s hearts wait upon us; 
men’s lives hang in the balance; men’s 
hopes call upon us to say what we 
will do. 
Who shall live up to the 
great trust? 
Who dares fail to try ? 
I summon all honest men, all patriotic, 
all forwardlooking men, to my side.

Bpring Clipping o f Ho rses. 


The modern practice amo ng the besi 
posted and most progressive horse o wners 
and farmers is to clip all horses in the 
spring. It is done on the theory th at 
in 
their natural state horses weie not obliged 
to work, so could shed the winter coat in 
comfort over a period of several weeks. 
Since we oblige them to do hard work o n 
warm spring day s, the winter coat should 
be removed for the same reason that we 
lay off our heavy vrater garments. Clipped 
horses dry off rapidly , hence they do not 
take cold as easily nor are they as prone 
to be affected with other ailments as un­ 
dipped animals whose longer hair holds 
the perspiration for hours. Because clipped 
horses dry off rapidly they rest better, g et 
more good from their food and come out 
in the morning refreshed and fit for work. 
Since the advent of the ball bearing en- 
c l o ^ gear clipping machine, the work ol 
taking off the winter coat is easy . W ith 
the machine a horse can be clipped all over 
in half an hour, whereas with the old two- 
hand clipper it req uired several hours to 
do it. 
Dair3rmen also now clip the cows 
all 
over two or three times a'^'ear. The fianks 
and udders are clipped ev#ir three or four 
weeks, so it is easy to clean the parts be­ 
fore milking. This means less opportunity 
for dirt and other impurities to get into 
the milk.

W ilson requested should be observ ed 
in ev ery detail of his inauguration as 
president did not apply to the inaugu­ 
ral parade, for it was as elaborate as 
such an affair usually is. The people 
W'anted it so, and they showed their 
appreciation of the spectacle by turn­ 
ing out by the hundred thousand and 
cheering wildly as the m archers pass­ 
ed with bands play ing loudly and flags 
wav ing brav ely . 
The newly inaugurated president re­ 
v iewed the procession and smiled his 
approv al as he returned the salutes of 
the commanding officers, for all the 
glittering show had been arranged in 
his honor. Pennsy lv ania av enue, from 
the capitol to the W hite House, was 
full of color, music and mov ement. 


Peo ple Enjo y the Sight. 
The inhibition of the inaugural ball 
iUd of the planned public reception at 
the capitol had no effect as a bar to 
the attendance at this ceremony of 
cnanging presidents. Masses w'ere here 
to see, and other masses were here to 
march. 
There was a greater demon­ 
stration while the procession was pass­ 
ing than there w’as four 
y ears ago. 
Victory had come to a party w'hich 
had known nothing like v ictory for a 
good many y ears. 
The joy of posses­ 
sion found expression in steady and 
abundantly noisy acclaim. 
President Taft and President-elect 
Wilson wrere escorted dowm the av e­ 
nue by the National Guard troop of 
cav alry of Essex county . New Jersey . 
The carriage in 
which rode 
Vice- 
President-elect M arshall 
and 
Presi­ 
dent pro tem pore Bacon of the Tnited 
States senate was surrounded by the 
members of the Black Horse troop of 
the Culv er M ilitary academy of Indi-

The regulars of the country ’s two 
arm ed serv ice naturally had the right 
of way . 
MaJ. Gen. W. W. Wotheiv 
spoon. United States army , was in 
command of the 
first 
div ision, in 
which marched the soldiers and sailors 
and m arines from the posts and the 
nav y y ards within a day ’s ride of 
W ashington. 
The W est Point cadets 
and the midshipmen from the nav al 
academy a t Annapolis, com petent be­ 
y ond other corps in manual and in 
ev olution, the future generals and ad­ 
m irals of the army , had place in the 
first div ision. 
All branches of the arm y serv ice 
were represented in the body of regu­ 
lars—engineers, artillery , cav alry , in­ 
fantry and signal corps. 
The sailors 
and m arines from half a dozen battle­ 
ships rolled along sm artly in the wake 
of their landsmen brethren. 
The National Guard div ision follow­ 
ed the div ision of regulars. 
It was 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Albert L. 
Mills, United States army , w^ho wore 
the medal of honor giv en him for con­ 
spicuous personal gallantry at the bat­ 
tle of San Juan hill. General Mills is 
the chief of the militia div ision of the 
United States war departm ent. 
The entire National Guard of New 
Jersey was in line, and Pennsy lv ania, 
M assachusetts, 
Mary land, 
Virginia, 
Georgia, Maine and North Ca^rolina 
were represented by bodies of civ ilian 
soldiers. 
Cadets from many of the 
priv ate and state m ilitary schools of 
the country had a place in the militia 
div ision.

From the v ery beginning of the na­ 
tion, inauguration day has generally 
been a day of display and festiv ity 
for the people of the United States, 
though at tim es national conditions 
hav e made It an occasion more solemn 
than joy ous. But alway s the induction 
of a new’ president has been a note­ 
worthy and interesting ev ent. 
W hen George W ashington was In­ 
augurated the first president in 1789, 
New York was the tem porary capital 
of the y oung nation, and it was there 
that the ceremony took place after 
General W ashington had ridden from 
his home at Mount Vernon in what 
was much like a trium phal progress. 
Welco med to New Yo rk. 
Arriv ing at Elizabethtown Point, 
N. J., on April 23, he entered a barge 
rowed by 12 -pilots clad in white, 
and passed through the Kill v on Kull 
into New York harbor, which w'as full 
of all manner of craft gaily decorated 
and loaded with cheering crowds. The 
Spanish man of w’ar Galv eston broke 
out the colors of all nations, and 
fired a salute of 13 guns, to which the 
American frigate North Carolina re­ 
sponded. 
Finally , on April 30, all was ready 
for the inauguration. 
Washington 
was escorted to 
Federal hall, then 
the capitol, which stood on the site of 
the present sub-treasury at Wali and 
Broad streets. 
The streets had been 
filled since 
sunrise 
with 
waiting 
crowds, and the enthusiasm was 
in­ 
tense. 
In the senate chamber Wash­ 
ington was joined by Adams, Knox, 
Hamilton, v on Steuben and a few oth­ 
ers, and all of them appeared on the 
balcony . 
Robert R. Liv ingston, chan­ 
cellor of New York, administered the 
oath and cried “Long 
liv e 
George 
Washington, president of the United 
States.’’ whereupon there broke out 
a mighty tumult of cheering, bell-ring­ 
ing and the noise of cannon. 
Re­ 
turning to the senate chamber, Pres­ 
ident Washington read his inaugural 
address and 
the 
history 
of 
the 
United 
States under the constitu­ 
tion began. 
Jefferson Story False. 
If y ou are a good Democrat, no 
doubt y ou believ e that Thomas Jeffer­ 
son rode unattended to the capitol or 
horseback, 
tied 
his 
horse 
to 
the 
fence, and was inaugurated with less 
ceremony than would attend the tak­ 
ing of office by a keeper of a dog 
pound. 
Such is the old story , but it 
is pure my th and is first found in 
a book of trav els in the 
United 
States written by John Dav is, on Eng­ 
lishman. 
Dav is asserted that he was 
an ey e-witness of the simple ceremony 
which he described, but it has been

ana. This Is the first tim e in the his­ 
tory of inaugural ceremonies that a 
guard of honor has escorted a v ice- 
president to the scene of his oath tak­ 
ing. 
Fo rmatio n o f Parade. 
The m ilitary and the civ il parade, a 
huge 
affair 
which 
stretched 
its 
length for miles along the W ashington 
streets, formed on the av enues radiat­ 
ing from the capitol. After President­ 
elect Wilson 
had become 
President 
Wilson and Vlce-President-elect Mar­ 
shall 
had 
become 
Vice-President 
Marshall, they went straightw’ay from 
the capitol to the W hite House and 
thence shortly to the rev iewing stand 
In the park at the mansion’s front. 
The parade, with Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, United States army , as its 
grand marshal, started from the capi­ 
tol grounds to mov e along the av enue 
to the W hite House, whe.i^ it was to 
pass in rev iew’. The trum peter sound­ 
ed “forward m arch” at the instant the 
signal W’as flashed from the W hite 
house that in fifteen minutes the new­ 
ly elected president and commander- 
In-chief of the armies and nav ies of 
the United States would be ready to 
rev iew “his troops.” 
It was thought that the parade might 
’ lack some of the picturesque features 
which particularly appealed 
to the 
people on former occasions. 
There 
were Indians and rough riders here 
not only wken Roosev elt was inaugu­ 
rated, but when he went out of office 
and was succeeded by William H. 
Taft. 
The parade, howev er, in honor 
of Mr. W ilson seemed to be pictur­ 
esque enough in its features to appeal 
to the 
multitudes. 
They 
certainly 
made noise enough ov er it. 


America rode In this ilv lsion. 
Their 
pink coats and their high hats ap­ 
parently were 
not 
thought to jar 
‘‘Jeffersonian 
simplicity ” 
from 
its 
seat. 
Pink coats were worn on the 
hunting field in Jefferson’s day and in 
Jefferson’s state. 
There were 1,000 Princeton students 
in the civ ic section of the parade. 
Many of them wore orange and black 
sw eaters and they were somewhat 
noisy though perfectly proper. 
Stu­ 
dents from sev enteen other colleges 
and 
univ ersities 
were 
among 
the 
marchers. 
Cheering It Co ntinuo us. 
All along Pennsy lv ania av enue, from 
the capitol to a point four block be­ 
y ond the W hite House, the spectators 
were massed in lines ten deep. 
The 
cheering was constant and Woodrow 
Wilson cannot complain that the cere­ 
monies attending his Induction into 
office w ere not accompanied by ap­ 
parently heartfelt acclaim of the peo­ 
ple ov er whom he is to rule for at 
least four y ears. 
Ev ery window In ev ery building on 
Pennsy lv ania av enue which is not oc­ 
cupied for office purposes was rented 
weeks ago for a good round sum of 
mo’hey . 
Ev ery room ov erlooking the 
marching parade was taken by as 
many spectators as cound find a v ant­ 
age point from which to peer through 
the window panes. 
The roofs of the 
buildings were cov ered with persons 
w illing to stand for hours in a March 
day to see the wonders of the inaugu­ 
ral parade, and many of them partic­ 
ularly glad of an opportunity to go 
home and to say that after many y ears 
waiting they had seen a Democratic 
president inaugurated.

andria company of rlfiemen with tht 
company of arthlery paraded In front 
of the President’s lodglags. 
At 11 
o’clock Thomas Jefferson, attended by 
a number of his fellow citizens, among 
whom were many members of con­ 
gress, repaired to the capitol. 
His 
dress was, as usual, that of a plain 
citizen, without any distinctiv e badge 
of office. 
He entered the capitol un­ 
der a discharge from the artillery . As 
soon as he withdrew a discharge from 
the artillery was loade. 
The remain­ 
der of the day was dev oted to pur­ 
poses of festiv ity , and at night there 
was a pretty general illumination.” 
“ Man o f the Peo ple.” 
When Andrew Jackson was elected 
in the fall of 1828 the people of the 
west and the radical elements of the 
south scored a trium ph and be was 
hailed as a “man of the people.” This 
character was emphasized on the day 
of 
his 
inauguration* the 
following 
March, for nev er before had such a 
huge motley throng gathered in W ash­ 
ington. 
Jackson’s wife had died not 
long before, and he asked that the 
ceremonies be made v ery simple, but

prov ed that he was not in W ash­ 
ington at the time. 
The inauguration cf Jefferson, w’hich 
m arked the defeat of the Federalist 
party 
of 
Hamilton, 
W ashington, 
Adams and Jay , was the first to take 
place in W ashington.

tablished national capital, then but 
a few months old, contained only 3,000 
Inhabitants, many of them negroes; 
the houses were mostly huts and the 
streets muddy roads. 
The big ev ent 
was thus described in the Philadelphia 
Aurora of March 11; 1801: 
“At an early hour on Wednesday , 
March 4, the city of W ashington pre­ 
sented a spectacle of uncommon ani­ 
mation occasioned by the addition to 
its usual population of a large body 
of citizens from the adjacent districts. 
A discharge from the company 
of 
W ashington artillery ushered in the 
day , and about one o’clock the Alex-

the masses were too hilarious to heed 
the request. The weather was pleas­ 
ant and the east front of the capitol 
was used for the first time for the in­ 
auguration. 
In front of it surged 
10,000 persons who were restrained 
only by a great iron chain. 
Jackson 
rode to the capitol on a white horse 
and went through the ceremonies w’ith 
dignity , and started back to the White 
House. 
Then began his troubles, for 
the people broke loose with a 
v en­ 
geance. 
‘‘The president was literally pursued , 
by a motley concourse of people, rid- j 
ing, 
running, helter-skelter, striv ing i 
who should first gain adm ittance into 
the executiv e mansion, where it was 
understood that refreshm ents w’oiild 
be distributed,” wrote a contempo­ 
rary , Mrs. Samuel Harrison Smith. In 
their mad rush the crowds smashed 
furniture and dishes and seized the 
food as if they were starv ing. 
‘‘The 
confusion became more and more al- 
palling. 
At one moment the presi­ 
dent, who had retreated until he was 
pressed against the wall of the apart­ 
ment, could only be secured against 
serious danger by a number of gen­ 
tlemen linking arm s 
and 
forming 
themselv es into a barrier. 
It was 
then that the windows were thrown 
open, and the liv ing throng found an 
outlet. 
It was the people’s day , the 
people’s president, and the people i 
would rule.” 
j 
To o Much fo r Harriso n. 
For 12 y ears the Democrats 
con­ 
trolled the destinies of the country , j 
and then the Whigs elected William : 
Henry Harrison, who was inaugurated j 
March 4, 1841. 
By this time trans­ 
portation was made easier by the 
building of railway s and the crow’d 
that flocked to W ashington was im­ 
mense. 
It was much better behav ed 
than that which 
honored” Jackson, 
but It was hungry for offices. 
Cold, wintry blasts swept the streets 
of W ashington that March day , and 
Harrison, already 
old 
and 
rather 
feeble, rode his white horse without 
cloak or ov ercoat, and with his hat 
off in salute to the cheering crow’ds. 
The line of march was unprecedent- 
edly long, and so was the inaugural 
address, and then the president led 
the procession back to 
the 
W hite 
House. The exposure w’as too much for 
him and w’ithin one month he was 
dead. 
When Linco ln To o k Ho ld. 
Immensely dram atic was the first 
Inauguration of Abraham Lincoln In 
1861. 
From the day of his election 
threats against his life were num er­ 
ous, and detectiv es 
discov ered 
and 
foiled an organized plot to assassinate 
him on his way to W ashington. 
The 
big bodies of troops that had been 
employ ed at 
form er 
inaugurations 
merely to add pomp to the occasion 
now were used for the protection of 
the president. 
The day had opened cloudy , chilly 
and dismal, but as the president step­ 
ped forward to take the oath from 
the aged Chief Justice Taney the sun 
burst through the clouds and shone 
full on the bowed head of the man 
who was to giv e up his life for the 
country he lov ed. 
Lincoln himself 
noticed this “sunburst” 
and 
drew 
from it a happy augury .
